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Victim: ‘This is it, 
it’s over. I’m gone’

The victim of a burglary who 
was threatened with a sawn- 
off shotgun has spoken out in 
an appeal to find the culprit. 

Susan Morris was at her 
home in Kingswood on Octo¬ 
ber 26 last year when the man 
broke in wearing a balaclava 
savagely beat her, threatened 
her with the gun and stole jew¬ 
ellery from a safe. 

She said: “I heard an ex¬ 
tremely loud voice behind me, 
saying ‘take me to the safe. I 
want the jewellery’. 

“He’s touching me the 
whole time. He literally was 
gripping me. I was covered 
in bruises, and not just my 
arms; there are photographs 
of where he bruised my body 
and all over my breasts. 

“He told me to get on the 
floor. This is the moment when 
I think he’s going to rape me. I 
was really very frightened.” 

She said the man pointed 
the gun at her chest, hit her 


on the face three times and 
dragged her along the floor by 
her hair during the ordeal. 

“I literally thought ‘this is 
it, it’s all over, I’m gone’,” she 
said. 

At one point, she thought he 
was going to cut her finger off 
to take a ring she was having 
difficulty removing. 

She described how the inci¬ 
dent has affected her life, and 
that of her husband Stephen, 
who was on his way home 
from taking his 91-year-old fa¬ 
ther to hospital. 

Since then, Mrs Morris has 
begun treatment for anxiety, 
and she talked about the sen¬ 
timental value of some of the 
items taken. 

She said: “I’m not an anx¬ 
ious person. I find I very dif¬ 
ficult to have to take medica¬ 
tion to calm me down. I’m 
very jump and starty Things 
around me like loud noises 
make me very nervous.” 

Their daughter had been 
at the house just an hour be¬ 
fore the incident, and Mrs 
Morris said: “Thank God she 
did leave, because I dread to 
think what would have hap¬ 


pened to her.” The man, who 
police believe could be ex-mil¬ 
itary given his knowledge and 
skills, is being linked to an¬ 
other burglary in Kingswood 
on November 12, 2014, as well 
as burglaries in the Maiden¬ 
head, Chichester, Sevenoaks, 
Maidstone and Virginia Water 
areas since then. 

More than £lm worth of 
items has been taken during 
the burglaries. 

Detective Inspector Dee 
Fielding from Surrey Police 
said: “We do not believe this 
to be the work of an opportun¬ 
ist burglar, but someone who 
has specialist knowledge and 
skills - possibly ex forces or 
from a similar background. 

“The burglaries appear to 
be the work of someone who 
knows what they are doing.” 

The man is described as 
white, of a stocky or muscular 
build, around 6ft and with a 
southern English accent.

“If you have a view about 
which communities or neigh¬ 
bourhoods should be part of 
the same council ward, then 
we want to hear from you. 

“And if you think a road, 
river or railway makes for 
a strong boundary between 
communities in your part of 
Reigate and Banstead, then 
this consultation is for you.” 

The commission an¬ 
nounced that Reigate and 
Banstead should have 45 
councillors in future: six few¬ 
er than the current arrange¬ 
ments.

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Free ECGs to diagnose atrial fibrillation at The Ashley Centre in Epsom 

Shoppers treated to free health check 


A local doctor and nurse gave up their 
holiday time to offer free ECG health 
checks to Ashley Centre shoppers. 

They teamed-up with Surrey Arrhythmia 
Support Group (ASG) on Wednesday, 
January 10, to raise awareness around 
strokes and help prevent them. 

Out of the 130 people Dr Abhay Bajpai 
and Nurse Stephanie Cruickshank 
screened, nine were found to have heart 
abnormalities and were referred on to 
their GP for further help and treatment. 
Jane Race, co-founder and chair of 
Surrey ASG said: “These ECG events are 
always very rewarding, since founding 
the group in 2014 we have helped 
diagnose several patients with atrial 
fibrillation. 

“By identifying these people and getting 
them anti-coagulated we are helping to 
prevent strokes. 

“We are so lucky that Dr Bajpai 


and Arrhythmia Nurse Stephanie 
Cruickshank are willing to give up their 
free time to help us, without their help 
these events wouldn’t be able to take 
place.” 

Members of the public were also 
screened for high blood pressure by Dr 
Subo Emanuel, GP at The Integrated

I attended, together with many 
local residents, the exhibition 
at Wimbledon Library on 
11th January to see plans due to 
be submitted to Merton Council 
for a major redevelopment of 
the locally listed Bank 
Buildings (All Bar One site) on 
Wimbledon Hill Road (New 
shops and hotel planned for 
Wimbledon Hill, 18 January 
2018). 

What is currently planned is 
by no means simply a 
refurbishment. 

The developer’s proposals for 


this unique heritage building 
included a ‘Skyline Atrium’ 
together with a 94 room hotel 
over 7 levels that would have no 
garage parking, and no proper 
service facilities access. 

Although no hotel access is 
planned from Wimbledon Hill 
(which is sensible), can you 
imagine the effect that such a 
development will have on 
residents in Compton Road and 
Alwyne Road, who already have 
to live with the aftermath of 
Wimbledon’s night-time 
economy?

devastating. 

Whilst I understand Love 
Wimbledon seem to think it is a 
good idea, clearly they haven’t 
spoken to the people who will be 
most affected by these 
proposals, namely the 
residents who live in the roads 
immediately around the 
site. 

No planning application has 
yet been submitted but pre¬ 
application discussions will 
shortly be taking place. 

There may be a strong 
argument for redevelopment of 


this site, but not with a hotel. 

Concerned residents should 
email Merton Council on 
planning@merton.gov.uk to 
register their interest.

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Pet decapitated 


in possible ‘cat 
killer’ attack?

A cat was found decapitated in 
Tadworth after it went missing 
shortly before Christmas last 
year. 

The head of Whiskers was 
found separated from her body 
after she was discovered be¬ 
hind Banstead Athletic Foot¬ 
ball Club’s ground, near Pres¬ 
ton Manor Road, on January 16. 

The case has been linked 
to the so-called Croydon Cat 
Killer, to whom more than 400 
animal deaths and mutilations 
across the UK have been attrib¬ 
uted. 

It was following desperate 
appeals by her owners that 
they were told by someone at 
SNARL (South Norwood Ani¬ 
mal Rights Liberty) who had 
seen the 10-year-old tabby cat’s 
body. 

One of the pet owners, who 
does not wish to be named, 
said: “I was shocked. When he 
first spoke to me I didn’t regis¬ 


ter what he said. I understood 
sort of what have happened, 
but as soon as he said she died 
and her head wasn’t there I 
didn’t really listen. 

“I was hysterical. When I 
called my mum she couldn’t 
talk to me because she was up¬ 
set. I was more upset because I 
half thought that she was gone 
anyway, because she had been 
gone for so long, but because 
she didn’t leave the house she 
must have been terrified. 

“She would have been in pain 
when she died. 

“I think that was worse, the 
way she died, rather the fact 
that she was gone. 

“If someone had told me that 
she had been hit by a car or 
they just found her and she had 
gone peacefully then I think I’d 
have been able to accept it easi¬ 
er than [being decapitated].” 

Whiskers had been with the 
family for a decade and rarely 
left the house, being described 
as ‘almost like a dog’. 

The owner said she would 
wake them up early for her 
breakfast, try to steal food 
from their plate during dinner, 


and rarely - if ever - leave the 
house. 

But given the harrowing re¬ 
cent news it has prompted fear 
the head will return to the ad¬ 
dress while neighbours who 
also have pets are also guarded 
against one of their own being 
affected. 

She added: “We used to keep 
her back doors open for the 
cat, and all the windows were 
always open to let the air in, 
but now she keeps the doors 
shut. 

“Because they must have 
picked her up from our house 
because she never left, now 
my mum is keeping the doors 
shut. 

“We’re scared the head is go¬ 
ing to turn up and she is going 
to find it. 

“Our neighbours our terri¬ 
fied as well because they’ve 
got pets, a few of them have got 
cats.”

Abi Bruce, 17, will compete in 
giant slalom and slalom in the 
World Junior Championships in 
Switzerland.

Abi admitted she is a bit of an 
adrenaline junkie and guessed 
she skis at about 50kmph. 

“A lot of people get really in¬ 
jured, but it’s what people like 
about the sport - it’s an extreme 
sport like motorbike racing and 
danger is part of it.” 

Following this success, Abi 
has eventual Olympic ambitions, 
she said: “I’m aiming for the 


2022 Winter Olympics because I 
wouldn’t want to go without hav¬ 
ing a real chance of winning and 
I’m still quite young.” 

With a distinctive lack of 
snow-capped peaks in Surrey, 
Abi must take a lot of time out of 
her school, St John’s in Leather- 
head, to practise. 

She said: “I miss quite a lot of 
school to go and stay out in Aus¬ 
tria; I do a lot of work online. 

“The school have been amaz¬ 
ing, they offer me catch up les¬ 
sons all the time and send me 
emails with notes.” 


Abi’s mother, Heather Bruce 
said: “I’m really excited for her. 

“Abi is a social girl and one of 
the wonderful things is that she 
has made friends with athletes 
from all around the world. 

“She will also meet older girls 
and get inspiration from them, 
some are going to the Olympics 
this year so it’s a pretty exciting 
opportunity.” 

Abi will be cheered-on down 
the slope on the day by her moth¬ 
er, and her father and his second 
wife.

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Get ready for the Blues and Soul Patrol 

Andy Roberts’ Blues and Soul Patrol get February off to a clasy start at the Bull’s Head in Barnes this 
Saturday. This exciting contemporary soul and blues outfit led by the outstanding vocalist, Andy 
Roberts (ex-Atlantic Soul Machine & Storm Warming) play a mixture of original material together with 
their own superb interpretation of tunes by the likes of Curtis Mayfield, Joe Louis Walker and Gamble 
& Huff. The band’s dynamic stage presence and funky fusion of Blues & Soul makes them one of the 
most sought-after acts on the circuit.

How would you describe this version 
on the classic story? It’s set in Victorian London so 
it’s traditional in that respect and it’s quite close in 
many respects to the book as well, but it delves into 
Dr Jekyll’s personal life a bit more. There are more 
female characters in it, like his sister, and it explores 
how his father - who started the experiment which Dr 
Jekyll continues - was never nice to him in his lifetime 
What’s your take on the dual characters of Dr 
Jekyll and Mr Hyde? When I first spoke to Jenny 
King [creator of the Touring Consortium Theatre 
Company] about Jekyll and Hyde I was interested 
in the way sometimes when people have a drink 
they become different people. You know, they 
can be as good as gold one day but as soon 
as they’ve had a drink they become snarling 
animals. I was interested in that and approaching 
the characters from a point of view that, even 
though there is a liquid that Jekyll does take that 
turns him into this monster or which exposes 
the darker side of his personality, that darker 
side is in him already. He just releases it. 

What twists does David Edgar’s play 
spin on the well-known story? He gets at 
the heart of the story. He tries to give a 
reason for Jekyll and Hyde’s breakdown, 
where Jekyll’s father gives him no credit 
but he gives the daughter credit instead. 

There’s a secret in the past between the 
sister and the brother that’s quite violent 
so it’s not just Hyde who’s the violent 
one, there’s something violent in Jekyll as 
well. That’s what’s interesting about 
Edgar’s script; he gets deep into that. Plus 
with characters like Lanyon and Utterson 
there’s a debate going on within the play 
about Victorian England, how the poor are 
being treated and whether it’s because of 
society that people do bad things or because 
of the binary system of our personalities. 

Have you done any research into the 
Victorian era? If so, what have you been most 
interested to learn? It’s interesting that 
medicine was at a stage where they started to 
think anything was possible. Great leaps 
forward were happening and to be involved in 
that as a doctor would have been something 
someone like Dr Jekyll would have relished. I 
think part of his motivation for continuing these 
experiments and to write papers about them is 
to gain notoriety in medical circles. Maybe he’s 
just an ordinary doctor who is trying to push his 
way into being famous. 

You’ve had such a long and varied career. 

Which roles are you most recognised for? 

Mainly it’s because of Quadrophenia, which 
has become a cult film over the years. I get a 
little bit of EastEnders but not so much. 

[Laughs] It depends on which supermarket 
you go to; it happens more in Lidl than Marks 
and Spencer’s. 

One of the stops on the tour is the Rose 
Theatre Kingston. Does it have any 
significance for you? We did a photo-shoot 
there for the play and I know the director Jeremy 
James Taylor, who does a lot of work in 
Kingston. It’s also got a very good youth policy.

Phil Daniels talks about his career and latest role 
in Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde which is being staged 
at the Rose Theatre in Kingston next week... 
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Gloucestershire-based five-piece folk- 
rock band Harpers Ferry come to 
the Ram Folk Club in Thames Ditton 
this Friday (February 2).

The band has also recently joined 
forces with a management team at 
Tribe Festivals, lead by Nick Turvey 
and Sam Schrouder, and are all set 
to play a number of exciting festivals 
this year, including the Arlesford Fes¬ 
tival, Lakefest, Bunkfest, Weyfest, the 
Pheonix Festival again and the Spek- 
takle Landshut in Germany 

Harpers Ferry worked with the 
Record Label studios in London to 
record their debut ER Lightbulb Mo¬ 
ments. 

Their first single, What To Believe, 
has garnered rave reviews from the 
likes of Claire Carter and Johnny 
Coppin at BBC Gloucestershire, the 
National Country Review and For 
The Country Record. 

It has also been played on Amazing 
Radio’s The Front Porch with Baylen 
Leonard and Under The Radar with 
David Durant.

PHANTOM THREAD (15): Daniel Day-Lewis de¬ 
livers his final screen performance before self- 
imposed retirement as a perfectionist dressmak¬ 
er in Paul Thomas Anderson’s artfully stitched 
drama, which is set in the salons of 1950s Lon¬ 
don. It’s another flawless embodiment of the 
emotionally crippled male psyche, deliciously 
complicated by an ambiguous sexuality and a 
softly spoken fastidiousness that doesn’t ex¬ 
tend to personal relationships... except for an 
uncomfortably close bond to a ferocious, purse¬ 
lipped sister, played with scorching intensity by 
Lesley Manville. They are a formidable dou¬ 
ble act and you genuinely fear for the sanity 
of sweet-natured waitress (Vicky Krieps) when 
she strays into the siblings’ tortuous web. Two’s 
toxic company, three’s a potentially murderous 
crowd. 

DEN OF THIEVES (15): According to the open¬ 
ing sequence of writer-director Christian Gude- 
gast’s retread of the superior 1995 thriller Heat, 
Los Angeles is the bank theft capital of the 
world, notching up a robbery every 48 minutes. 
It takes considerably longer than 96 minutes to 
carry out the two explosive heists that bookend 
Den Of Thieves, a bullet-riddled yarn of rule¬ 
bending cops and taunting criminals that lacks 
the lip-smacking promise of Robert De Niro and 
Al Pacino’s first shared screen time. Instead, 
Gudegast’s picture plays out its bruising battle 
of criminal enterprise versus rough justice using 
the permanent glower of Canadian actor Pablo 
Schreiber and the hulking physicality of Paisley- 
born action man Gerard Butler. Sadly, the lat¬ 
ter can’t maintain a firm grasp on his American 
accent and unexpectedly gifts his corrupt Los 
Angeles sheriff a fleeting Scottish burr. Gude- 
gast engineers at least one narrative twist that 


feels like a cheat in hindsight. None of the men 
on screen, including those brandishing police 
badges, play by the rules. Nor does the puppet 
master behind the lens. 

JOURNEY’S END (12A): Released to commem¬ 
orate the centenary of the end of the First World 
War, director Saul Dibb’s thoughtful tour of duty 
with British soldiers on the front line expands RC 
Sherriff’s moving 1928 stage play without sacri¬ 
ficing too much of the psychological intensity. 
Screenwriter Simon Reade ventures beyond the 
claustrophobic confines of an officer’s dugout in 
the days leading up to the Spring Offensive, the 
setting for Sherriff’s anthem to doomed youth. 
His lean script trudges along muddy, collaps¬ 
ing trenches and sprints into No Man’s Land, 
where the loss of young lives is brought home in 
a disorienting barrage of sound and fury: rat-a- 
tat gunfire, exploding shells and blood-curdling 
screams heralding a concerted push by the 
Germans. Anguished silences between sol¬ 
diers, resigned to the grim inevitability of a final 
stand, cast a pall over stage versions and stoke 
dramatic tension. That relentless march of time 
is lost somewhat in Dibb’s elegiac screen adap¬ 
tation, which marshals the technical might and 
artistry of the moving image to visualise devas¬ 
tation that can only be alluded to on the page. 
ROMAN J ISRAEL, ESQ (12A): In 2014, screen¬ 
writer Dan Gilroy made an impressive directorial 
debut with the incendiary thriller Nightcrawler, 
which journeyed inside the twisted mind of an 
amoral cameraman, who sells footage of fatal 
traffic accidents to news stations. In Roman J 
Israel, Esq, the gifted writer-director conjures 
another conflicted and socially awkward (anti) 
hero, who cheats the system with tragic reper¬ 
cussions for the people around him. The film

is anchored by a scintillating, Oscar-nominated 
performance from Denzel Washington as the 
eponymous legal savant, who conceals his 
genius behind a shambolic appearance - over¬ 
sized and ill-fitting clothes, large spectacles and 
an unruly Afro - and a complete lack of social 
niceties. Washington’s mesmerising portrayal 
throws into sharp relief the fatal flaws in Gilroy’s 
uneven script, which struggles to find a narra¬ 
tive thread strong enough to bear the weight of 
the leading man’s nervous tics. Roman J Israel, 
Esq is an intriguing character study in desper¬ 
ate search of a coherent plot. 

12 STRONG (15): Twelve angry men rage 
against the Taliban in the remarkable true story 
of a covert US Special Forces mission in north¬ 
ern Afghanistan in the immediate aftermath of 


the September 11 attacks. Chris Hemsworth 
trades Thor’s mighty hammer for military fa¬ 
tigues as Captain Mitch Nelson, who has re¬ 
signed his commission to spend more time with 
wife Jean (Elsa Pataky) and daughter Maddy 
(Marie Wagenman). Then the family’s TV screen 
fills with shocking images of the smouldering 
Twin Towers of the World Trade Centre and 
Mitch leads his crack troops into the fray along¬ 
side Afghan General Abdul Rashid Dostum 
(Navid Negahban), whose family was murdered 
by the Taliban. Battle sequences are staged with 
pyrotechnic-laden fury but solid performances 
aren’t entirely lost in the barrage, even though 
characters are sketched in disappointingly 
broad strokes. Most of Mitch’s incredibly valiant 
team are just whitened teeth in the melee.

Few things divide opinion among 
homeowners as much as new-build 
properties. OnTheMarket.com 
examines the pros and cons. 

For some, new-builds are the 
antithesis of period properties that 
embody British architecture at its 
finest, from Regency terraces to 
thatched cottages. 

For others, they represent 21 st- 
century living at its very best, with 
light, airy rooms, modern gadgets 
and energy-saving gizmos. 

"Most people tend to lean heavily 
towards new-builds or period 
properties," says Mark Wood of 
Carter Jonas in Cambridge. 'They 
are either drawn towards properties 
of character or they prefer the 
convenience of modernity. There 
is not much meeting of minds - 
although I would say that those 
favouring new-builds are steadily 
increasing in number." 

Aesthetics aside, the pros and cons 
of buying new-build properties are 
quite finely balanced. Here, the pros 
and cons will help to highlight key 
issues in the old v new debate. 

Benefits 

- Thanks to initiatives such as the 
government's Help to Buy scheme 
it is much easier, particularly for 
first-time buyers, to get funding for 
new-builds. 

- With most new-builds, it is 
possible for the buyer to work with 
the builder to customise a property 



and choose bathroom fittings, 
kitchen appliances etc. As the first 
owner of a property, you can stamp 
your mark on it from day one. You 
do not have to live with the design 
choices from previous owners. 

- Most new-builds also come 
with a guarantee from the builder. 

If a property is registered with the 
National House Building Council, 

it will have a 10 year warranty and 
protection scheme. This will help to 
reduce maintenance costs. 

- New-builds can be more energy- 
efficient than older properties, often 
with better loft insulation etc. 

- New-builds are generally laid 
out in such a way to reflect the 
realities of modern family life, with a 
large open-plan krtchen-currvdining- 
room-cum-living area. This often 
supersedes the separate spaces 
favoured in older properties. 

- If you buy off-plan, which you 
will normally be able to do at a 
discount, a new-build may prove 
to be a good investment. "If you 
choose an up and coming area, 
where property prices are on the 
rise, then the financial rewards of 
investing in a new-build can be very 
high," says Claire Packer, Partner in 
the New Homes Team at Strutt & 
Parker. 

Points to consider 

- Some new-builds can be less 
spacious inside than older homes, 
with slightly lower ceilings and 


storage space, which you will need 
to use efficiently or risk being 
overwhelmed with clutter. 

- As land is at such a premium, 
new-build properties may be closely 
bunched, and have smaller gardens, 
than, say, Edwardian bungalows. 
"You very rarely find new-builds 
with big gardens," adds Mark Wood 
of Carter Jonas in Cambridge. 'That 
said, people who typically buy 
new-builds would rather be out and 
about, than gardening." 

- Like new cars, which depreciate 
in value after a few hundred miles, 
brand new homes are not brand 
new for ever. If you have to sell a 
new-build after 12 or 24 months, try 
to make sure you cover your costs 
when moving on. 

- While the best new-builds 
are superb, it is worth having a 
'snagging survey' carried out before 
buying a new-build to avoid any 
surprises in the future. 

- The anticipated completion 
date of a new-build property can 
be prone to slip. This need not be a 
problem, but too long a delay can 
put a mortgage offer in jeopardy. 

- It's worth noting that many 
new homes developers invest in 
and re-develop period properties, 
often into blocks of flats, so there 
are plenty of instances where a 
homeowner can benefit from the 
best of both worlds.
